total of foreign born adults en- 
rolled in .fiY.ening. schools is about 
3000, of whom 1300 or 14000 ara 
taking courses in Americanization. 
More than fifty nationalities are 
represented" in these 
evening 
classes, which form the best meth- 
od of -giving the -foreigner a sym- 
pathetic training in Americaniza- 
tion.

legations, -where there are foreign 
troops. This week there were ad- 
ditional disturbances. . 
It is now suggested that Peking: 


be made a neutral territory and 
that no troops be permitted within 
fifteen milen of the city walls. At 
prese.it there are about 15,000 sol- 
diers inside the walls. 
Usually 
these forces are divided botweeii 
different parties, and, with the rap- 
icily changing ' political, situation 
there is always the chance of a 
quarrel between their leaders, with 
Peking as the battleground. 
The situation has been aggravat- 


ed- by the collapse of the Govern- 
ment and the failure to pay salar- 
ies. The troops have now come to 
feel that looting might be a legiti- 
mate means to make up the ar- 
rears due them. Alarmed by the 
recent disturbances, the 
foreign 


Powers, who control the Customs 
funds, released one-half million < 
dollars, which was used to pay the 
soldiers who are stationed in and 
near Peking. 
Much dependence is placed In 


the Peking police force. They are 
a well-equipped, well-disciplined 
body of soldiery and have in part 
been trained under foreign instruq- 
tors. 
The commander of their 


picked brigade, unmbering about 
3,000, is a Norwegian, and his 
troops are considered the equal of 
any of the foreign guards stationed 
here. Besides his men, there are 
nearliy ten thousand more city po- 
lice, who have been paid regularly 
and who have had good instruc- 
tion. This problem of paying them, 
however, has been a constant worry 
to Chinese and foreigners alike: 
At a recent crisis a fund was made 
up by the bankers of the city. 
The Legation quarter is a city 


within Peking and is walled off and 
fbrtifled. 
In it there are enough 
troops of the different nationali- 
ties, including several 
hundred 
able-bodied Americans, Marines, to 
defend the city-against practically 
any of the present forces in 'China. 
There is room enough for all of 
the foreigners in Peking, and there 
-;vould probably be food enough to 
hold out-for some time.

QUAKERS IN RUSSIA 


In many of the villages of Russia a regula- 


tion has been passed requiring every resident 
to gather from 3,COO to 7,500 pounds of weeds 
and grass to be used as emergency food supply. 
The requirement is based upon the realization 
that most of the people will .starve unless they 
provide themselves with this emergency means 
of sustenance. 


A. report of conditions in Russia has been 


sent to this country by the. American Friends 
Service Committee, now the only American or- 
ganisation feeding adult famine victims in ad- 
dition to feeding children. It is said that many 
peasants will not be able to survive the win- 
ter unless they continue to receive relief ra- 
tions. for -the food value of the substitutes is 
not. sufficient to sustain. life.

This is fertile soil for 
the cultivation of lawless impulses. 
Soon the more daring are robbing 
stores and even holding sp pedest- 
rians while the sneak thief turns 
to stealing automobiles, tooji and 
valuables from unoccupied bouses. 


Of course the seat of It all is 
the spineless father and mother 
and the broken home, but environ- 
ment is a strong contributing cause 
without which the cycle would not 
be complete.

As 
the law is drafted, I believe it 
states that there shall be 'no dis- 
criminations in regard to sex,' and 
a law already passed in one of the 
states (Wisconsin, I believe) states 
that this applies to divorce, owner- 
shjp of property, right to work and 
to have control of one's wages, and 
fin.i!'y states 
that 
tho above- 


quoted phrase shall not apply to 
'women in industry.' 
Now, I am 


not ceitam whether tnie law has 
already been passed in Wisconsin, 
or is merely to be brought before 
the voters there, but I tMnk it has 
been passed. 


"At any rate, in Washington, D. 


C., legal opinions have already 
been at variance as to Just what 
the phrase 
'women In industry1 


means and when it shall apply £>r 
if it shall apply at all. So it does 
not seem that, in fact, the phrase 
will hold much water. 
And the 


equal rights law itself does not 
contain that phrase, which means 
that the eight-hour law, laws re- 
garding women working dunnp 
pregnancy and others of the same 
nature would be repealed if this 
blanket law were passed. And its 
passage would mean the removal 
of the law of the age of con&ent, 
punishment for rape and the laws 
regarding white slavery, the Mann 
act and all laws regarding sex of- 
fenses which punish men, and 
theiefore 
show 
discrimination | 


towards one of the sexes. 
I am I 


not \ery competent to discuss the 
last ph.ise I have mentioned, but I 
would like to say this: 
Too often 


I have heard both men and women 
say, and In many instances I m>- 
self have said, that In cases of 
vagiancy, etc., the woman is as 
much to blame as the man. I be- 
lieve this is true, to a certain ex- 
tent, at any rate, when such cases 
occur among persons of average in- 
telligence and normal mentality. 
But we who stand on the outside 
have too little knowledge of the 
terrible results of sex perversion 
and of the actions created by the 
functioning ot sub-normal minds, 
j-ii 
iuiMi uihes, cerLaimy, mere 


should 
be 
laws 
discriminating 


against men, and this is one of the 
reasons why I am against the equal 
rights law. 


"Some 
time ago 
a 
leading 


women's club had as its weekly 
speaker 
an attorney 
from San 


Francisco, a woman. She stated 
very emphatically that; the ei-;ht- 
hour law was a man-made law, 
made by man to force women back 
in the industrial \\orld; that no 
woman could be a successful busi- 
ness woman if she only worked 
eight hours a day. 
Such a state- 


ment as that is pure radicalism, I 
declare, and should be given no 
more consideration than is given 
the ravings of some soap box ora- 
tor. Many women who heard her 
agreed with her, claiming that 
there was nothing a man could do 
that a woman could not. Finally, 
in the heat of the argument, one 
woman remarked, 'I think you are 
all becoming too excited about 
this. Of, course, there are certain 
things that are essentially men's 
work and other things that are es- 
sentiallj* women's.' There was an 
indignant uproar at this. 
" 'Now, just a moment,' said this 


woman. 'Give me a chance to il- 
lustrate. I'll grant that a woman 
can dig a ditch, but what woman 
wants to dig a ditch, and what 
woman wants to see one digging a 
ditch? She can do it, but it's not 
her woik. And I'd like to see the i 
man who considers it his work and 
who can change a baby.' 


"But the thing in this eight-hour 


discussion to me is this: Women, 
with few exceptions, are unorgan- 
ised in industry. 
If 
the equal 


rights law passed, an unscrupulous 
employer could compel a woman 
to work twelve or fourteen hours 
a day, and she would have no re- 
course. And no woman can stand 
to work twelve or fourteen hours 
a day. She can do jt, yes, if she is 
strong and healthy and has no 
nerves, but how many women nave 
such constitutions? All this talk 
about men and women being phys- 
ically equal is bosh. 
They are 


mentally equal, but because of fun- 
damental physical differences that 
the radical ones seem to ignore 
that are not equal to men as far as 
bodily strength is concerned. 


"It seems to me, if we want to 


do tne oest tmng for women, we 
should do it, not by a blanket law 
such aa the 
equal rights law, 


which would repeal the fine laws 
now in force in many gUtes, but 
by individual state laws. This Is 
one instance, surely, where the 
longest way 'round is the best way 
home. 
"This is to long that perhaps 


you will be unable to use it, but I 
would like to say a few words 
about birth control. I believe in 
it. But I truly fail to see where 
legislation concerning its enforce- 
ment would have much effect in 
the places where it is most needed, 
namely, in the tenemnts or slums. 
I have discovered that a great 
many 'poor' men and women are 
poor, not because they are unfor- 
tunate or unlucky, or oppressed, 
but simply because they are shift. 
1?ss and lazy, and no matter what 
help ia given them, whether U be 
in the shape of work, money or 
education along the line of birth 
control, they will still be cut oi 
work, seeking help from charitable 
sources, and hpvmg children by 
the dozens. 1 have known ot 
women who have begged for work, 
and stated that they would do any- 
thing:, anything, and when ths per- 
son who tried to help them stayed 
up until Ute ~*t night ia order to 
send them out on a Job when they 
came to>'her, reported th» next 
morning that they had^not gone,

"There tvas one fashion winch 


lasted for a century s.r.cl a half 
which was so untidy, so uncom-

ing by i.ien. 
The first colonists 


wore their own natural hair. 
The 


Cavaliers had long and perfumed 
lovelocks; and though the Puri- 
tans had been called Boundheads, 
their hair waved, also, over the 
baiM or collar, and often hung 
over , the shoulder. 
The Quaker, 


also wore long locks. 


•'T^nf 
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common enough to be denounced 
by the Massachusetts government, 
and to be preacned against by 
many ministers; while other minis- 
ters proudly wore them. 
Wigs 


were called horrid bunches of vani- 
ty, and hundreds of other disparag- 
ing names, which seemed to make 
them more popular. 
They varied 


from year to year; sometimes they 
swelled out at the sides, or rose 
in great puffs, or turned under in 
heavy rolls, or hung in braids and 
curls and 
pig-tails; 
ther 
were 


made of human hair, or horse- 
hair, goat's-hair, calves' and cows' 
tails, of thread, silk, and mohair.

"Little children wore them. , I 


have seen the bill for a wig for 
WHliam Freeman, dated 1754; he 
was a child seven years old. His 
father paid nine pounds for It, ana 
the same for wigs for his other 
boys of nine and ten. After wigs 
had 
become unfashionable, the 


natural hair was powdered, anu 
was tied in a queue in the back. 
This was an untidy, troublesome 
'ashion, which ruined the clothes; 
for the hair was soaked with oil 
or pomatum to m.ake the powder 
stick."

charitable work when asked, but 
gave no more time to trying to 
help out personally. 


"And when it comes to children, 


these people are just the same. 
If you told the mother of ton chil- 
dren what tt> do to pu.-ent her 
having anoth'er child, she would 
say it was too1 much trouble and if 
you suggested how the husband 
could help he would Ioo» at you in 
amazement.

How many people 
of the slums do you think would 
read tjiose books., even it they 
were translator into the language 
of foreigners, or read and ex- 
plained to those who could not 
read? 


"This is so long that a little 


more won't hurt. And it will be 
about married women -working and 
the practice of borne films to re- 
fuse to employ married women be- 
cause they are not reliable. I am 
married and I work, so I may be 
biased. It seems to me, however, 
the married woman, who does not 
spend so many of her evenings at 
dances, shows, etc., is far more 
likely to come to work every 
morning with a clear head and a 
quick brain. 
True, she may ob- 


ject to working after hours, be- 
cause .there is dinner to prepare, 
but thete are not many single girls 
who will work after hours. 
(My 


ideas are 
drawn 
from 
steno- 


graphic and 
clerical expenence 


onl3r.) And a married woman has 
more incentive to work than a 
single girl. She is buying a home; 
etc., and almost all single-girls are 
merely working until they can be 
married. 
One employer told me 


that married woman were too 
likely to have to stop work, 
I 


asked him if 
he knew of any 


who had stopped for that reason. 
He replied in the negative. And 
not many do, Geraldine. Married 
women who have to work see to 
it that they will not bo unreliable 
in that respect. 
Jf they are the 


sort who are' going to have chil- 
dren they either work for a few 
>ears until they can afford to have 
them, or they do not work at all. 
Women who want children will 
have them, and women who do net 
will not, whether they work or 
stav at home nil dav. 
Married 


women always help in the matter 
of giving employment to others. 
Those who work send their laun- 
dry out,- buy canned goods—deli- 
catessen food, etc.
